Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 and 3-13 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 and 
3-13 are allowed because the closest prior art of record fails to disclose a circuit 
including a first and second divide-by-2 circuit, a phase selection unit, and a phase 
control unit operating and functioning as disclosed in the claims in combination with the 
rest of the limitations of the base claims and any intervening claims.
